LACLEDE CO. SIGNS 
CONTRACT TO BRING 
NATURAL GAS HERE

concluded the agreement which had 
been under discussion all this week. 
Preliminary negotiations had been 
carried on for months. 

The Mississtppi River Fuel Cor- 
poration has a 450-mile pipe line 
into St. Louis, bringing gas from 
fields it owns in Louisiana. ‘ The 
line has a normal capacity of 100,- 
000,000 cubic feet a day, but this 
can be increased by raising the 
pressure in the pumping station. 


No Part in Ownership. 


Standard Oil, National Carbon 
Co. and other large producers of 
gas and oil are interested in the 
ownership of the pipe line. Utili- 
ties Power and Light Corporation 
has no part in its ownership. 

Laclede will continue to operate 
its gas manufacturing plants to 
produce artificial gas for mixing 
with natural gas. Clarke considers 
it necessary to keep these plants in 
operation to insure continuity o7 
the gas supply, & for no other rea- 
son. In case of interruption of the 
flow of natural gas through the 
pipe line the manufacturing plants 
could supply the city. The capacity 
of the present pipe line, he said, is 
not sufficient to supply the city 
with 100 per cent natural gas. 

An actual campaign will be un- 
dertaken by Laclede to promote 
the use of gas for home heating. 
This is the means by which La- 
clede hopes to repay itself for the 
cost of making the change and the 
loss or revenue during the transi- 
tion period. 

Conversion burners to equip ex- 
isting home heating plants for use 
of gas probably will cost $200 to 
$400. 

Use of natural gas in St. Louis 
has been advocated as a means of 
reducing smoke. With the prob- 
able decrease in rate it still will 
cost considerably more than coal. 
Any substantial use of it by house- 
sholders willing to pay for the added 
cleanliness and convenience might 
materially reduce the soot fall in 
certain ‘localities. Householders 
are said by the Smoke Abatement 
League to be among the chief of- 
fenders in producing smoke in St. 
Louis in winter.. If Laclede’s plans 
are approved by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, the company prob- 
ably will be ready to use natural 
gas in 60 days. 


WOULD MAKE KINGSHIGHWAY 
ONE-WAY, EUCLID TO LINDELL 


An ordinance to make Kings- 
highway a one-way street between 
Euclid avenue and Lindell boule- 
vard will be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen next Friday by 
Alderman Kaufmann. 

City officials will ask Park 
Commissioner Pape to make the 
adjacent drive in Forest Park a 
one-way thoroughfare also.

After the effect of the anesthetic 
had passed, Mrs. Judd was self- 
possessed, expressing no _ regrets 
for the killings but at times she 
became almost hysterical. 

*“T had gone to the girls’ home 
on Oct. 16 to remonstrate with 
Miss Samuelson for some nasty 
things she had said about Mrs. Le 
Roi,” Mrs. Judd was quoted by her 
attorneys as saying. 

Miss Samuelson got hold of a 
pistol and shot her in the left 
hand, Mrs. Judd said. 


Tells About Struggle. 


“T struggled with her and the 
gun fell,” Mrs. Judd’s story, as re- 
lated by her attorneys, continued. 
“Mrs. Le Roi grabbed an ironing 
board and started to strike me with 
it. 

‘In the struggle I got hold of the 
gun, and Sammie (Miss Samuel- 
son) got shot. 

“Mrs. Le Roi was still coming at 
me with the ironing board and I 
had to shoot her.” 

Beyond that point, the attorneys 
said, Mrs. Judd was unable to con- 
tinue. 

“We ask that her case be not 
prejudged,” read a statement issued 
by her attorneys, Louis P. Russill 
and Richard Cantillon. “It is our 
opinion she has a defense well rec- 
Ognized in law.”’ 

Hid in Vacant House. 

Hunted throughout the nation 
since Monday, when the bodies of 
the two women, one of them dis- 
membered, were found in trunks at 
the Southern Pacific Railroad sta- 
tion, Mrs. Judd said she had been 
hiding in a vacant house in Los 
Angeles. Mrs. Judd, who called for 
the baggage with her brother, Bur- 
ton K. McKinnell, 
student, fled after station employes 
noticed blood seeping through the 
trunks and asked her to open them. 

An appeal made through the 
newspapers by Dr. Judd that his 
wife surrender came to thé atten- 
tion of Mrs. Judd when she ven- 
tured out on the street yesterday. 
Her attorneys arranged that she go 
to the undertaking establishment. 

She was taken from there to the 
lobby of a downtown theater, where 
she was met by her attorneys and 
her husband. The party returned 
to the funeral parlor. Police ar- 
rived at the scene a short whilo 
later and arrested Mrs. Judd, 


Details of Surrender. 

In his newspaper request Dr. 
Judd gave the fugitive instructions 
to surrender to Attorney Russi'l. 
Russill said she had been in com- 
munication with him since 2 a. m. 
Thursday. He said she wanted to 
surrender, but feared to go to his 
office in the Subway. - Terminal 
Building. 

The attorney in one ot the tele- 
phone conversations with the wom- 
an asked her if she would meet 
him at the home of a friend. She 
agreed. A meeting ‘was arranged 
and David Malloy, an employe at 
the Alvarez & Moore undertaking 
establishment, drove to Fifth and 
Olive streets where she entered his 
automobile. 

Quickly she was driven to the 
undertaking office. She was met 
there by her husband, her brother 
and Attorney Russill. She was said 
to have been exhausted and in an 
extremely nervous condition when 
she arrived there. 

Mrs. Judd was questioned after 
the operation at the hospital for 
the bullet removal, but police said 
they were able to obtain no infor- 
mation from her other than that 
which was given by the attorneys. 

Had Dyed Her Dress. 

Officers said, however, they 
learned that Mrs. Judd had dyed 
her dress green while she was be- 
ing sought. She was said to have 
done this in the dressing room of a 
downtown stvre, mixing the dye in 
a washbow!l anc swinging the dress 
around her head until it was suf- 
ficiently dry to wear < sain. 

“The thought of suicide was nev- 
er in my head,” she said. “I 
thought I h nothing to die for, 
that I had been perfectly justified 
in what I had done. But I wanted 
my husband’s help and advice be- 
fore I surrendered.” 

Mrs. Judd refused to tell where 
she had been hiding. Police said 
a thorough check of her story 
would be made to learn if she had

Mrs. Judd said she had little or 
no food during her period of hid- 
ing. She said she once narrowly 
missed capture by two policemen 
when she had gone to a sanitarium 
to have her hand treated. 

Earlier in the day a Coroner's 
jury had found that Miss Samuel- 
son and Mrs. Le Roi had come to 
their deaths ‘‘from gunshot wounds 
inflicted by person or persons un- 
known.” The verdict did not men- 
tion Mrs. Judd. 

Mrs. Judd was employed at a 
hospital in Phoenix and the two 
victims were her former room- 
mates. Miss Samuelson, a teacher, 
in Phoenix for the benefit of her 
health, resided with Mrs. Le Roi, 
her nurse. 


Requisition for Extradition of Mrs. 
Judd Prepared. 

PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 24.—A 
requisition for extradition of Mrs. 
Winnie Ruth Judd from Los An- 
geles to Phoenix to face trial for 
the killing of Mrs. Agnes Le Roi 
and Miss Hedvig Samuelson 
prepared in the office of Gov. G. 
W. P. Bunt and sent to Tucson to- 
day for his signature. 

The executive, in the southern 
city for a meeting of the board of 
regents of the University-of Arizo- 
na, directed his office by telephone 
to prepare the document and sent 
it to him by air mail. He said he 
would sign it “the moment it reach- 
es my hands.” 

Branding as “inconceivable’’ the 
self-defense story of Mrs. Judd, 
Deputy County Attorney G. A. 
Rodgers charged the woman had 
made “one fatal error in her 
story.” That he said, was in re- 
gard to the wound in her left hand. 

Rodgers said he had witnesses 
who would testify that Mrs. Judd 
carried her right arm in bandages 
last Saturday and Sunday. The 
killing of Miss Hedvig Samuelson 
and Mrs. Agnes Ann Le Roi oc- 
curred here Friday night, Oct. 16: 

“The wound in Mrs. Judd’s hand 
for which she was treated in Los 
Angeles last night was self-inflict- 
ed,”” Rodgers charged. “She ap- 
parently forgot which hand she had 
bandaged when she was in Phoenix 
and when she inflicted the wound 
herself, she made the mistake of 
changing hands.’’ 

Dr. H. L. Franklin of the Gru- 
now Memorial Clinic, where Mrs. 
Judd was employed as secretary, 
and where the victims also worked, 
said he saw her when she arrived 
at the clinic Saturday morning, the 
day after the killings, with her right 
hand bandaged. 

H. U. Grimm, who, with his son. 
at Mrs. Judd’s request, transported 
to the railroad station the trunks 
in which the bodies were concealed, 
said Mrs. Judd’s right hand was 
wrapped in bandages at that time. 

Another refutation of Mrs. Judd’s 
story that she was shot by Miss 
Samuelson was seen in the state- 
ment of Dr. Louis B. Baldwin, for 
whom Mrs. Judd worked as secre- 
tary. He said he was positive the 
woman had neither hand bandaged 
when she entered his office Satur- 
day. On Sunday, however, Dr. 
Baldwin said, she arrived at the 
clinic with her left hand swathed 
in rough bandages, saying she had 
burned it with an iron. 

“Tf her story of being wounded 
in the hand the night of the kill- 
ings should be true,” said Rodgers, 
“that fact absolutely would pre- 
clude her having disposed of the 
bodies without the aid of an ac- 
complice.”

Menteer, chairman of the bank’s 
Board of Directors, said today. 

“It all depends on the bond ‘mar- 
ket,” Menteer said. “If that picks 
up, we anticipate that the depos- 


itors not only will not lose, but 
that there ought to be something 
for the stockholders as well.’ 

At the time of its last statement, 
Sept. 18, the bank had $546,442.34 
in bonds. The bond holdings, 
Menteer said, are well diversified, 
the four principal classifications of 
the holdings being railroads, in- 
dustrials, foreign and utilities. Not 
more than $10,000 worth of any 
single issue is held, he said, and 
in most issues, the maximum hold- 
ing is $5000. 


No Other Bank Affected. 

A. N. Kingsbury, president, said 
the bank was turned over to bank 
examiners after the Board of Di- 
rectors voted to®suspend operations 
because of depreciation of the 
bond market @nd shrinkage of de- 
posits. No other bank is affected” 
by the closing, Kingsbury asserted. 

“Our depositors have been large- 
ly commercial business houses,” 
Kingsbury said. ‘‘Most of the sav- 
ings account ‘holders have been 
small depositors.”’ 

Last year the bank started an 
intensive campaign for savings ac- 
counts, offering electric clocks and 
wrist watches as premiums. On 
opening an account, each customer 
received a premium op the under- 
standing that he would leave the 
account in the bank until the in- 
terest equaled the value of the pre- 
mium. If he withdrew his money 
before that time, the difference be- 
tween the interest earned and the 
cost of the premium was subtract- 
ed from the amount on deposit, 
Kingsbury explained. 

The bank’s statement of Sept. 18, 
one of three made during the year 
to the State Finance Department, 
showed aggregate resources of $1,- 
854,489. The deposits, totaling $1,- 
156,977, were made up of three 
items: Demand deposits, $574,910; 
time deposits, $100,668; savings de- 
posits, $481,399.13. 

Comparison with the previous 
statement, dated April 24, showed 
a shrinkage chiefly in demand de- 
posits or checking accounts. The, 
April statement showed: Demand 
deposits, $662,763; time deposits, 
$125,009; savings deposits, $431,- 
422: total deposits, $1,219,194. 

Commissioner of Finance Cant- 
ley told the Post-Dispatch at his 
office in Jefferson City yesterday 
that “‘unliquid assets,” consisting 
partly of uncollectable loans, had 
caused the closing. He reiterated 
Kingsbury’s statement that no 
other bank was affected and de- 
clined to state the date of the last 
examination. Kingsbury, however, 
said the bank was last examined 
the latter part of March, 1931. 

Menteer, who is president of the 
Fidelity Bond & Mortgage Co., said 
the closing would not affect the 
mortgage concern. Menteer and 
othe interested in it purchased 
control of the City Trust Co., in 
July, 1927, and later named it the 
Fidelity Bank & Trust Co. The City 
Trust Co., was established in 1911. 

Menteer said the company owns 
only a small amount of bank stock 
and the bank holds only a few of 
he mortgage company’s bonds.

More Efficient Than It Has 
Ever Been, Before.

The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra opened its fifty-secand season 
at the Odeon yesterday afternoon 
under conditions. more, favorable 
for the prosecution of respectable 
artistic aims than have obtained 
for a long time. By reason of 
changes made at important key 
positions the orchestra .is at a 


higher pitch of efficiency than it 
has ever been before. Under the 
direction of Viadimir*Golschmann, 
who is now on.a permanent foot- 
ing with a two-yéar contract n 
his pocket and complete authority 
over his orchestral colleagues, the 
improved virtuosity of the orches- 
tra soon became apparent. The 
playing was livelier, smarter and 
more resilient and the tuttis were 
more compact than they have ever 
been. An improved tone quality, 
one may hope, will foilow soon. 


The program chosen for usher-. 


priately familiar and had for its 
chief number the D Major sym- 
phony of Brahms. The Brahms 
symphonies—fortunately for every- 
body—no longer offer the difficul- 
ties to audiences that they once 
cid. There are times, in fact, 
when they seem to be getting a 
little too popular. But so far their 
beauties are untarnished, despite 
the frequency with which they 
Lave been embraced. 


Yesterday’s performance of the 
Symphony did not differ as much 
from more orthodox treatments as 
one might have expected in view 
of the fact that Brahms is virtu- 
ally never played in Paris and Mr. 
Golschmann has been raised in the 
sncadow of the Paris conservatoire.

The orchestra did its best play- 
ing, perversely enough, in the less 
meritorious half of the program— 
that devoted to “Death and Trans- 
figuration” by Richard Strauss and 
Rimsky-Korsakoff’s “Russian East- 
er” overture, The Strauss tone 
poem becomes more like Liszt every 
time it is played, but a really bril- 
liant performance served to take 
some of the curse off it. As this 
number was played in memory of 
Frederick Fischer a silence of one 
minute was observed by orchestra 
and audience. 

The “Russian Easter” overture 
is just another page from Rimsky- 


Korsakoff’s picture-book for 
grown-up children and was inter- 
esting yesterday chiefly because it 
gave the new concertmaster, Sci- 
pione Guidi, an opportunity to be 
heard. Guidi's playing exhibited 
an expert assurance and his tone, 
though small. was of a fine quality 
and beautifully sustained.

When past 80, Gladstone for the 
fourth time assumed with masterly abil- 
ity the great burdens that rest upon the 
shoulders of a Prime Minister of Great 
Britain. When past 70, Benjamin Frank- 
lin played a weighty part in the 1776 
convention which proclaimed the inde- 
pendence of the American Colonies. 
Franklin was 72 when his skill as a 
diplomat pursuaded France to send an 
army and a navy across the Atlantic to 
help George Washington; he was past 
80 when he was elected for the fourth 
time president of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 

Long after he was three score and 
ten, Michael Angelo planned and began 
the construction of St. Peter’s in Rome, 
that majestic cathedral whose sublime 
beauty has been the wonder of the world 
for 400 years. Goethe wrote Faust after 
he was $0; John Quincy Adams, sixth 
President of the United States, rendered 
notable service in Congress after he was 
80. Oliver Wendell Holmes at 90 is to- 
day serving America as a learned and a 
liberal-- member of the United States 
Supreme Court. Li Hung Chang was 78 
when his wisdom and skill extricated 
China from the terrible complications 
following the Boxer rebellion. Cato was 
78 when he returned from Africa and 
began the celebrated orations, every one 
of which ended with the words: “De- 
Jenda est Carthago” (Carthage must be 
destroyed). Cato caused the destruc- 
tion of Rome's great rival, and was a 
leader among ancient Rome’s statesmen 
until almost the day of his death in 
B. C. 149, at the age of 85. 

In short, whether we consider. the 
present or the past, instance after in- 
stance can be given to show that men 
far older than former Senator Reed can 
render the state great service. 3 

A man like James A. Reed in the 
White House would put a period to ex- 
periments, noble or ignoble; he would 
get the Government back to the job of 
governing, and out of the business of try- 
ing to interfere with people’s private af- 
fairs.

It has been truly said that in this critical hour all 
roads lead to Washington. The latest: arrival is 
| Pierre Laval, Premier of France. Since it is the 
United States and France, more than all other na- 
tions conjoined, that hold the fortunes of the world 
in the balance, the conference between President 
Hoover and Premier Laval is of the greatest possible 
importance, — . : 

The French Premier has not, of course, said what 
he has in mind; but we know very well what he has 
in mind. The French have a trump card to play, 
and it is to play it that M. Laval has accepted Mr. 
Hoover’s invitation to come and see him. The French 
can greatly compose the troubles of Europe by reced- 
ing from their war claims and the vast military en- 
terprises which have made of Europe an armed camp. 
They know quite well that they can do this, and they 
are willing to do it; but they have a price. They want 
security from Germany. The French are afraid of 
Germany, as they have good reason to be. Germany 
is a larger country than France. The chance that in 
another war between them France would have upon 
her side a majority of the Powers, as she did in the 
World War, is negligible. The French have the 
Germans down, and unless they get what they want, 
they are going to keep them down. They maintain 
the most formidable military set-up in Europe, They

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FOR A RIVER FRONT BOND ISSUE ITEM. 

An ordinance embodying Mayor Miller’s proposal 
for a $23,750,000 bond issue is now before the Board 
|of Estimate and Apportionment, which must approve 
|it before it can be submitted to the Board of Alder- 
stay Comptroller Nolte, one of the three members 
| of the board, has not committed himself on the bond 
| issue, but is known to oppase establishment of addi- 
tional institutional facilities unless revenue for their 
upkeep is provided. President Neun, who, with 
Mayor Miller, makes up the remainder of the board, 
is generally in favor of sound civic improvement. 

With the exception of one item-of questionable mer- 
it, namely, $350,000 for remodeling and rearranging 
the City Hall, the proposed bond issue is designed 
to provide for completion of 1923 bond issue projects 
for which funds proved insufficient. There is no 
question but that the city must complete the electric 
lighting system, provide additional hospital facilities 
and develop Aloe and Memorial plazas. There is no 
time like the present, with men out of work and ma- 
terials cheap, to proceed with the work. 

We have only praise for the bond issue proposal as 
a whole, but we do not think it goes far enough. The 
city’s bonding margin now exceeds $60,000,000, and 
it would be both feasible and desirable to include in 
the proposal an item for the clearing and develop- 
ment of the central river front. Delay of this im- 
provement has had very serious consequences for the 
downtown district and has greatly added to traffic 
congestions. It is the keystone of the arch of St. 
Louis’ major street plan. 

Let us seize this opportunity to make the down- 
town river front a thing of beauty and convenience 
for all our citizens, as well as to provide work for 
the unemployed*and business for our depressed in- 
dustries. Beautification of the river front would be 
of enormous financial and psychological value at 
this time. 
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Any astrologer, we suppose, can foresee that Al 
Capone is about to go on a long journey, far from 
the front page. 


THE LIBERAL FORUM. 

The controversy arising from Senator La Follette’s 
criticism of Mr. Hoover at the Liberal Forum of the 
Young Men’s Hebrew Association illustrates the dif- 
ficulty of maintaining such a forum. 

The notion that a President of the United States 
cannot be mistaken is of a piece with the old tradi- 
tion that the King could do no wrong. John Philpot 
Curran said that eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty. If we were not vigilant enough to know 
whether Mr. Hoover was right or wrong in signing 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill, and if we are not free to 
say whether we think he was right or wrong, ours 
has ceased to be a democracy. Conceivably, the peo- 
ple who hold Mr. Hoover sacrosanct can have their 
turn in the forum; but that, unfortunately, is not 
what they want. They want silence as to what Prof. 
Taussig calls the system that rules the United States, 
‘and to break that silence is to incur their disfavor. 

The Y. M. H. A. is only attempting to give the com- 
munity the benefit of what men think. We hope to 
see the association stick to it.

im politics or in trade, all Spanish-speaking Latin 
America looks to Spain. It is an intellectual empire. 
The medievalism which arrested the development 
of ‘Spain and at last left her even centuries behind 
a moving world also affected Latin America. Po- 
litically, Latin America, though affecting democracy, 
perpetuates the feudalism of Spain. In Mexico alone 
have the grandees who owned the country and held 
the masses of the people in virtual peonage gone 
down in advance of their privileged prototypes in 
Spain. Culturally, the decay of Spain was almost as 
pronounced in Latin America. Only a few of those 
sops which royalty tosses to Cerberus, such as grand 
opera, had any place in Latin American culture. Even 
a decadent Spain surpassed its great hinterland in 
letters and the graphic arts. The galleries of Latin 
America became only pitiful and tawdry replicas of 
the galleries in Spain. Not until Rivera and Orozco 
led Mexican painting out of the wilderness did any 
Latin American country produce an art of its own. 
Where the Spanish colonial architecture had enriched 
every capital in Central and South America, French 
architecture came to have a growing vogue. Nothing 
better illustrates the cultural detachment of Spain 
from Latin America than the spectacle in Mexico 
City of the beautiful old Spanish colonial architec- 
ture alternated with the moder architecture of the 
Beaux Arts. 
So it was with all the arts, with education, and 
'with Latin American thought. The mother country 
of a vast and ambitious western world, Spain cul- 
turally dried up at the breast. The country that had 
given the world such great figures as Cervantes and 
Velasquez, and which should have remained through 
the centuries to all the Spanish-speaking peoples 
what England has remained to all the English-speak- 
ing peoples, became herself one with the Alhambra 
and the mosques of the Moors. Where should have 
been the Spanish Oxford and Cambridge, the inspira- 
tion of Latin America and the enrichment of one of 
the finest cultural traditions the world has ever 
known, was at last a barrenness that appalled not 
only the rest of the world but caused the expatriated 
Ibanez to cry out to his death. 

It is not too late for Spain to be what she should 
be to her own. If she will avail herself of her great 
opportunity, her renaissance can rival that which 
brought Europe out of the dark ages. 
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INVENTORS AND THE HALL OF FAME. 

If the present rules are maintained, it will be 29 
years before Edison’s bust can be placed in the Hall 
of Fame. According to the principles which guide 
the electors, a man’s greatness cannot be properly 
judged in less than 25 years after his death. Inas- 
much as the last election was in 1930, and elections 
occur every. five years, Edison will not be eligible 
until 1960. That his bust will be placed with Amer- 
ica’s great as soon as the rules permit goes without 
saying. Without doubt,- his selection will be by 
unanimous vote, which will be an honor not yet ac- 
corded to anyone. When Washington was chosen, he 
received the votes of 96 of the 100 electors. No one 
has a better record than he. Meanwhile, the group 
of inventors in the Hall of Fame remains strikingly 
small. Joseph Henry, who produced the electro- 
magnet; Robert Fulton of the steamboat, Morse of 
the telegraph, Whitney of the cotton gin and Howe 
of the sewing machine are the only ones. Yet the}. 
contributions of that quintet made a far greater im- 
press upon the life habits of their fellow country- 
men, and of the world, for that matter, than whole 
blocs of their statued colleagues. 

DAMON TURNS ON PYTHIAS. 

The gossip that Al Smith and Franklin Roosevelt 
have severed their friendly relations seems to be 
borne out by Smith’s sharp criticism of Roosevelt’s 
reforestation plan. The plan was characterized by 
Smith as “unwise,” “wrong in principle,” “wholly un- 
desirable,” “misleading,” “confusing” and “badly 
drafted.” 

It was Roosevelt who put Smith in nomination at 
Houston in 1928, with the “happy warrior” speech, 
and it was Smith who urged Roosevelt to accept the 
Democratic nomination for Governor of New York in 
the same year. Apparently, the two were as sym- 
patico as Damon and Pythias until Roosevelt’s pres- 
idential ambitions began to color his activities. Smith 
has studiously refrained from comment on Roosevelt’s 
candidacy, but the way the wind was blowing was 
shown by the outspoken opposition to Roosevelt on 
the part of several of Smith’s intimates. 

Up to the present, Roosevelt has been far ahead 
of the field in the pre-convention calculations, but 
many of his supporters are Democrats whose first 
allegiance is pledged to the 1928 standard bearer. If 
Smith chose to wage open battle with Roosevelt, the 
race for nomination would in all likelihood be a wide 
open affair, with the possibility of a dark horse vic- 
tory. Smith’s opposition would be particularly po- 
tent if he chose to stay out of the running him- 
self and fight Roosevelt from behind the scenes, as 
Bryan fought Champ Clark in 1912.

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The Crisis in Medical Service 


Rising costs of medical care cause public to demand new system; lessons of experiments 
here and abroad indicate rise of community hospitals, contract practice and group 
insurance; socialization can be avoided by voluntary organization; though health 
is a public concern, medical men and not politicians should control its promotion. 


HE criticisms of medical services in 
T tx United States may be summed up 
under four heads: They cost too much; 
increasing and to a large extent unregulated 
specialization not only adds to this cost but 
makes all-round medical care difficult to 
obtain; adequate medical facilities are not 
available in large sections of the country, 
particularly in the rural districts; not 
enough emphasis upon preventive medicine. 
We may as well dispose at once of the no- 
tion that the nation’s medical bill is more 
than the nation, as a whole, can afford. It 
amounts to’between 3% and 4 per cent of 
the total national income, or about $3,000,- 
000,000 a year. This is about $25 a year 
for each individual and about $100 a year 
for the average family. It is about what 
we annually pay for passenger automobiles, 
or for gasoline. or, if the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment is ac- 
curately informed, for illicit beverages, 
But it is distributed with cruel uneven- 
ness. Any family in the United States 
which pays for its medical services May be 
lucky enough to get through the year on 
$5 spent for health, or it may be unlucky 
enough to run up bills of $2000 or more. 
One may escape with a cold or two, or one 


trained nurse, laboratory worker and hos- 
pital have become, at whatever price, ne- 
cessities of life. No advance information is 
available. 
Do the medical profession and its allies 
profiteer at our expense? Sometimes, for 
every profession has its profiteers, Not in 
the mass, for it can be shown that the 
average doctor, surgeon, nurse and medical 
technician are not making more than a 
fair living for what each knows and does; 
and as for hospitals, the majority of them 
do not even pay expenses out of receipts. 
from patients. The cost of medical care 
in hospitals is often confused with the cost 
of luxuries which have little or nothing to 
do with medical care. Private rooms, pri- 
vate baths, private nurses, sometimes come 
under the head of conspicuous waste. 
Medicine costs too much, its rewards to 
those who follow it are too small and it 
does’not achieve all that it ought to. No 
wonder it has occurred to many observers 
who are neither revolutionaries nor alarm- 
ists that it is time something was done 
to remedy this situation. , 

* . « 
The proposed remedies are numerous, 
Some of them are good and some of them’ 
are bad, and it is not always easy to tell 
which is which. But I think few informed 
persons, lay or medical, will question the 
statement that the existing difficulties are 
due largely to defective organization or to 
a lack of organization in medical care. The 
hopeful element in this crisis is that certain 
tendencies toward a better organization are 
already showing themselves. 
The experiments are evidences, not of a 
peevish dissatisfaction with conventional 
medical practice, but of a desire to supple- 
ment or improve what we now have. The 
problem is a practical one. It presents 
endless variations and complexities. 
there is a real crisis. Some sweep- 
ing changes are manifestly necessary

Even where it is being subject- 
ed to severe criticism, based on real abuses, 
as in Germany, there is no indication that 
it will ever be discontinued. . The argument 
for it is the unanswerable one that it 
works. If America rejects !t—as in this 
generation, at least, it undoubtedly will— 
it must find another system or variety of 
systems that will work as well or better,

Individualistic medicine did not give the 
British worker adequate care. When he 
organized to remedy the situation, he prob- 
ably improved matters somewhat, but in do- 
ing so produced other conditions which were 
also unsatisfactory. Here is an object les- 
son which American physicians and lay- 
men will do well to study carefully. There 
is every reason to believe that we shall be 
compelled to organize medical service on 
a scale beyond anything yet attempted in 
this country. Indeed, the process of organ- 
ization is now going forward as the only 
means of escape from our present dangerous 
and costly medical‘anarchy. If we are to 
avoid socialization, we must organize volun- 
tarily on a sounder and more business-like 
basis than the British voluntary societies 
were able to attain. 

Whether we plan it or not, the drift away 
from the old-fashioned individualistic type 
of medical practice will continue. The va- 
rieties of group medicine are certain to de- 
velop. There will be more medical cen- 
ters, more community hospitals, more pri- 
vate group clinics, more contract practice. 
more group insurance by industrial, educa- 
tional, occupationai and perhaps even geo- 


_ graphical organizations. The physician will 


become less a business man, less, perhaps, a 
priest of hidden mysteries, more a teacher 
and guide. I think we may sense what 
may almost be called a popular revolt that 
is demanding these things. I am sure that 
the most humane and enlightened physi- 
cians desire them, 3 

When a physician. lains why he is op- 
posed to state medicine, the gist of his argu- 
ment almost always is that he fears to come 
under the control of “politicians’’—that is to 
sa, of laymen who will interfere in mat- 
ters concerning which they have no proper 
knowledge, I think it will be admitted that 
this would be a misfortune. But the same 
danger of lay control of medica] matters 
might arise even in a voluntary and unof- 
ficial organization.

HENRY CHOUTEAU 10 TEST 
VETO OF DISTRICTING ACT 


Announces He Will File Mandamus 
Action to Get Name on Con- 
gressional Ballot. 

Following announcement at the 
office of the Secretary of State in 
Jefferson City yesterday that the 
declaration of Henri Chouteau asa 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for Congress from the pro- 
posed new Ninth District had been 
rejected, Chouteau said that a 
mandamus action would be insti- 
tuted in the Supreme Court early 
next week to test the congressional 
redistricting act. : 

Contending that the act, which 
was vetoed by Gov. Caulfield, did 
not require the Governor's signature 
and was valid without it, Chou- 
teau sent his declaration of candi- 
dacy to Secretary of State Becker. 

Chouteau said today that he be- 
lieved the validity of the act should 
be tested as quickly as possible so 
that candidates might know wheth- 
er to file from districts or at large.
